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City Council 
Urges a Vote 
Of ‘No’ OnlO 


The Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil urges a “NO” vote on Prop¬ 
osition No. 10 as it feels that 
the measure would have catas¬ 
trophic effects. This measure 
would seek to prohibit the pay¬ 
ment of public money to any 
organization seeking to influ¬ 
ence legislation. Mayor Henry 
F. Korsmeier has said that if 
the measure were enacted cit¬ 
ies, counties, school districts, 
etc., would not be permitted to 
protect its interests at the State 
Legislature, and the collective 
voice and influence of the cities 
would disappear. Joint action 
of the cities has given Sierra 
Madre its just share of the gas- 
oline tax and of the in lieu 
tax amounting in total to ap¬ 
proximately $66,000. The dis¬ 
tributions by the State made 
possible the maintenance of 
and major improvements to our 
streets, more particularly the 
improvements on Baldwin av¬ 
enue, Sierra Madre boulevard, 
Lima street, and the proposed 
improvement of Highland av¬ 
enue. 

The collective thinking and 
planning carried through the 
distribution of a state surplus 
in 1946, by which Sierra Madre 
received funds for extending a 
trunk sewer into the city, and 
also funds to help defray the 
costs of the Santa Anita Diver¬ 
sion of water into our spread¬ 
ing grounds. 

The enactment of the amend¬ 
ment, according to Korsmeier. 
would prevent the city from 
permitting the use of city fa¬ 
cilities, such as the youth hut,

Sierra Madre Police Action 
Leads to Inter-City Arrests 


Working from the slimmest of clues. Sierra Madre police 
ten days ago began an action that led through tedious stakeouts 
to a climax last week in Pasadena when five burglary suspects 
were arrested and one was shot. Burglars' loot, found in Siena 
Madre at 571 Sturtevant. was in such quantity that a moving 
van had to be hired to haul it 
away. 

It all began when Patrolman 
Bob Heasley learned through a 
friendly, confidential source 
that Robert L. Khier, 49, who 
was staying with Ted Switzer 
at the Sturtevant address, had 
paid off a debt with a bottle of 
whiskey—a debt much smaller 
than the price of the bourbon. 

After Heasley mentioned this to 
Patrolman Frank Buchanan, the 
two of them checked the police 
teletype to learn whether there 
were current reports of stolen 
whisky. They found none. 

Two days later, on the morn¬ 
ing of Oct. 21, the Temple City 
police reported a suspect in 
custody who had mentioned 
stolen liquor served at a party 
in Sierra Madre the previous 
Saturday. Buchanan drove to 
Temple City to interview the 
suspect who became evasive 
and gave him. a false lead. Re¬ 
turning to Sierra Madre he and 
Patrolman Bob Heasley checked 
the Switzer house at noon of 
the same day. 

They found a collection of 
lawn furniture that appeared to 
be untouched, and through a 
window they saw a large car¬ 
ton that looked like a dealer’s 
shipment. Later, the box dis¬ 
closed 24 toy cedar chests.

The City Council spoke last 
Tuesday night in favor of an 
off-street parking lot in down¬ 
town Sierra Madre, but sug¬ 
gested that “the most feasible 
and expedient method of pro¬ 
viding off-street parking facili¬ 
ties is through the creation of 
a parking district, the cost as¬ 
sessed against the benefit de¬ 
rived, with the possibility of 
augmenting the expenditure 
outlay from other sources.” 

In effect, the council’s an¬ 
swer to the parking problem 
was a suggestion that mer¬ 
chants decide where they want 
the parking lot, how much 
space would be required, and 
that the mercahnts should then 
petition the city for the forma¬ 
tion of a parking district. In 
this case, the city might issue 
bonds to be paid for by people 
within the district, or from in¬ 
come derived by persons pay¬ 
ing for use of the lot.

age we report each year. It has 
been repeated time after time 
that our record does not come 
from luck alone. There is bound 
to be another reason. The fire 
consciousness of the residents 
accounts for the greater part 
and there must be something 
that keeps them that way. It 
could be this column — and it 
could be the constant contact 
by members of the department. 

There are now 30 men who 
are active in the fire depart¬ 
ment work, all of whom are 
busy at their own occupations 
and business. Much time is re¬ 
quired of them by the fire work 
in order that they may remain 
acquainted with the equipment 
and how to use it. 

It is a great asset to the City 
of Sierra Madre to have mem¬ 
bers who are employed by Dick 
Hawks, who permits them to 
respond to fire calls at any 
time of the day or night. This 
alone is a prominent reason 
why the responses are so effi¬ 
cient. This group would be sad¬ 
ly missed if removed from the 
city. (It is hereby sincerely 
hoped that such action will be 
delayed permanently.) 

It is not a simple matter to 
keep fire equipment in running 
order. Much vigilance is needed 
to assure that it will be ready 
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Evidently there is little 
thought given to how the fire 
department operates and is 
managed. 

There are a few “old timers” 
who are prone to believe we are 
still a city of small population 
and that the fire department 
has little or nothing to do. It 
is with them we have the dif¬ 
ficulty of explaining the dan¬ 
ger of burning in the open and 
without precaution. They must 
realize that the fire prevention 
work practiced by the depart¬ 
ment has a great effect on the 
low number of fires that we 
have. There is no way of tell¬ 
ing how many fires are pre¬ 
vented when careful investiga¬ 
tion is made of requests for 
burning and the placement of 
incinerators, etc. 

New comers are told by those 
“old timers” who are fire con¬ 
scious of the dangers of fire 
and it is surprising to know 
how well the new residents co¬ 
operate. They are astonished to 
learn of the very low fire dam-

to go when called upon. Some¬ 
one must be relied on to keep 
track of the equipment’s condi¬ 
tion. Constant testing is de¬ 
manded. 

Although we have been for¬ 
tunate enough to escape large 
fires to a considerable extent, 
there is no guarantee that the 
big fire cannot occur. It is the 
major fire which is always 
dreaded, and which we expect 
to avoid and be prepared to 
fight. Because of the many 
wooden buildings in and 
around the commercial district, 
it is not an impossibiity. It 
wll require much alertness and 
fire prevention to escape the 
large fire. 

It is earnestly asked of those 
who occupy commercial build¬ 
ings to do everything possible 
to supply the buildings with 
good first aid fire fighting tools 
and supplies. 

Fire extinguishers are of 
many types. There are those 
used for electric fires and those 
for common fires and oil fires. 

In places where only cooling is 
needed, there is great use for 
ordinary garden hose and the 
appliance of garden hose 
throughout a store or factory is 
a profitable addition. There 
have been many fires in Sierra 
Madre that have been stopped 
at the small stage by the use 
of this method. 

There are many suggestions 
to prevent fire that can be 
studied and recommended, 
which will be added later. 

A fire call at the noon hour 
last Friday brought out 20 fire¬ 
men. To listen to the variety 
of explanations as to what each . 
was doing when the horn 
sounded is of no small interest. 

Here comes the Chief with cat¬ 
sup all over his chin from eat- Meadow Gold 
tng a tomato sandwich. Then 
you will see the Thomas fam¬ 
ily with electric tape still cling¬ 
ing to their fingers, because 
they hadn’t gotten home for 
lunch as yet.

Too many men to reveal the 
faults and idiosyncrosies of ail 
so by omitting some, we will 
shorten this column. 

The fire mentioned—gives us 
an opportunity to harp on the 
necessity of being careful with 
any sort of burning. This fire 
was undoubtedly caused by a 
soaring spark or ember from a 
stack of an incinerator that was 
NOT screened. Even though the 
stack had been screened there 
was another very bad condition 
too close to it. A large pile of 
dry grass, weeds, leaves, etc., 
were permitted to accumulate. 
This accepted a spark and al¬ 
though not noticed ( at the time 
the papers were burned), the 
long simmering finally grew to 
a blaze. Luckily there were no 
large dry sheds or other build¬ 
ing close enough to be reached 
by the flame.

DAY OF DECISION 


The shouting and the spouting are almost over. For the past 
two months the American people have sat in the audience watch¬ 
ing a great political drama being enacted for them. On Novem¬ 
ber 4, they must take the stage. On that day, the person who 
marks an “X” on a printed slip of paper in a little booth will be 
the star of the show. He will be alone, yet all eyes on the national 
and international scene will be on him. And his decision can 
profoundly affect the future not only of this country but of much 
of the world. 

His task will not be simple. For two months he has been 
subjected to as intense a barrage of fact and falsehood as could 
be thrown at him in that time. He must decide which is which. 

He must also decide which party, which candidate can best 
clean up corruption in Washington and re-establish a sense of 
decency and responsibility in high places. He must determine 
which party is better fitted to meet the enormous domestic and 
foreign problems of today and tomorrow. 

What he must not do, or certainly should not do, is to vote 
the party ticket solely for the party’s sake. Nor should he vote 
for one party simply because he has always voted that way. 

The balloting on November 4 is more than the concluding 
event in a political free-for-all. It is an occasion for which all 
citizens should do a good deal of soul-searching as well as search¬ 
ing into the fitness of candidates and parties. It’s a time when 
each one might well seek a little divine guidance and have the 
humility to think first of the Nation’s welfare rather than merely 
his own.

GETS AN ANSWER

The Sierra Madre News has 
received a publicity release 
from the Information Service of 
the Veterans Administrations 
1031 S. Broadway, Los Angeles, 
that may be of help to many 
of the veterans within this vi¬ 
cinity. Under the title of “Ques- 
tions and Answers,” it reads as 
follows: 

Q: A veteran of Korea states: 
“I never used my World War 
II GI loan entitlement. Now, as 
the result of my extra service, 
I’m also eligible for a GI loan 
under the new Korean GI Bill. 
Would I be able to get two 
GI loan entitlements as a re¬ 
sult of this double service of 
mine?” 

A: No. World War II veterans 
who went back into active serv¬ 
ice after the Korean campaign 
got under way cannot have two 
GI loan entitlements. Their un¬ 
used loan entitlement under 
the original World War II GI 
Bill is cancellled after their 
discharge. It’s replaced with a 
new entitlement under the Ko¬ 
rean GI Bill, So, in the case of 
this veteran, he will have 10 
years from the end of the pres¬ 
ent emergency to apply for a 
GI loan, rather than July 25, 
1957, the World War II deadline 
for GI loan.

evening, reports Dr. Dinsmore 
Alter, director of the observa¬ 
tory. 

“Venus, our planet’s twin, is 
the most beautiful object in our 
sky except the moon,” Dr. Alter 
said. “Now in the evening sky, 
Venus is very conspicuous, 
et will be easily visible to the 
et will be easly visiible to the 
naked eye in the daytime, and 
as a result, a flock of 'flying 
saucer’ stories undoubtedly are 
forthcoming,” the veteran sci¬ 
entist predicted. 

The October planetarium 
theater attraction, “The Sea¬ 
sons,” will end its 1952 run 
with its presentation at 8:30 
p.m. tomorrow, Oct. 31.

act the effect of inflation and 
population increase on the 
school systems of the State. Lo¬ 
cally, he said, the bill’s passage 


would mean $1000 per class¬ 
room which the Sierra Madre 
School Board would allocate for 
operational improvements in all 
departments and any necessary 
salary increases. 

John L. Powell, 800 E. Grand¬ 
view, spoke in favor of No. 3, 
listing endorsing groups and 
stating that use of the term 
“school grounds’’ would, in it¬ 
self, limit the area to be ex¬ 
empt from taxes. 

Joyce Cunningham of Los An¬ 
geles spoke against No. 5 and 
No. 6, decrying the fact that 
neither bill sets up procedure 
for defining a "subversive.” She 
stated that California already 
has two long-standing laws 
which bring subversives to 
count and that if the new bills 
passed they might bring into 
being unwieldly and impracti¬ 
cal investigative boards. 

From the Los Angeles Repub¬ 
lican Speakers Bureau, W. Mar¬ 
shall Morgan, a deputy city at¬ 
torney, spoke against No. 13. To 
abandon cross-filing, he stated, 
would be to invite "bossism” 
by corrupt political machines 
and "party obligation” instead 
of “party responsibility.” Gov. 
Earl Warren, he said, was elect¬ 
ed through cross-filing prac¬ 
tices by both Democrats and 
Republicans and was responsi¬ 
ble to the “people and not the 
party.”
